Need help? If you do not see a side -bar with image thumbnails: 

Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader . If this cover page appears without a list of PDF files (either at the side or bottom of the 
screen), look for a paper clip or a menu option to view attachments. If you click that, you should see a list of the pages in the PDF 
package. 

Viewing files with Linux: This works with the default PDF viewer that comes pre-installed with Ubuntu. While viewing this 
cover page in the PDF viewer, click '’View” on the top toolbar, and check the box that says "Side Panel". That will bring up the 
side panel. The side panel will show only this cover page. Click the ‘arrow’ at the top of the side panel, and it will give you the 
option to view "attachments." If you click that, you should see a list of PDF files, which are the pages in the PDF package.

Reading. — A drawing room meeting was held on Saturday, May 30th, 
at Merton House, by the kindness of Mrs. Campbell, when there was a 
fair attendance of members, the chair being taken by the Rev. Canon 
Beach. A lecture was given by the Rev. W. Hume Campbell on 
“ Memory.” After lamenting that time and his plan compelled him to 
omit many most interesting branches of his subject, the lecturerproceeded to 
examine examples of memory with a view to arriving at some definition. 
Memory was first found to be “ a process of faculty,” and in the case of 
recollected scenes to operate by reproducing mental pictures of what had 
impressed the brain through the sense of sight. Memory, however, exists, 
in varying degrees, with each of the senses, so that it was defined to be 
“ a process or faculty by which past sense impressions are reproduced.” 
But what causes them to be reproduced P Further examples showed the 
pow r er the mind possesses of “ linking” different experiences together, so 
that whenever one is suggested all the others which are “associated with 
it tend to be reproduced. Memory, then, was defined to be a process or 
faculty by which past sense impressions Are reproduced in obedience to 
the laws of association.” Discussing the difference between a good and 
bad memory, the lecturer show r ed that defects are due either to the qualit) 
of the impressions or to the weakness of the associations. It impressions 
are to be deep and clear there must be interest, repetition, attention. If 
the links of association are to be strong there must be thought and

HOME LIFE 

AND THE HIGHER EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 

A Lecture delivered in University College, Liverpool. 

By Mrs. Creighton. 

There no doubt exists in the minds of many a fear, if not a 
conviction, that higher education will unfit women for home 
life. And in truth, few would be inclined to deny that higher 
education is in reality likely to make a woman unwilling to 
restrain her activities within the very limited sphere of what 
are currently supposed to be home duties. A woman who 
has discovered that she possesses a mind, and has been 
enabled to do something towards training that mind, will not 
gladly spend her life in ordering dinner, writing notes, 
arranging flowers and paying calls, nor, still less, in merely 
assisting her mother in these important duties. Unfortunately, 
as soon as anything of this kind is said, people are up in 
arms at once, and accuse education of unfitting girls for home 
life ; so that it is difficult to resist the conviction, that home 
life is believed by many to consist in writing notes and 
arranging flowers. To fulfil these duties, no doubt, higher 
education is not needed. At present everyone is agreed that, 
as the conditions of our population render it necessary for a 
large number of w omen to remain unmarried, and tor many of 
these to earn their livelihood, it is well that there should 
be facilities for them to be trained in such a mannei as ma\ 
fit them to be independent ; but for the mass of women, sc 100
